and an air conditioning subsystem, wherein the user interface is configured to visually 
emphasize the air conditioning display element relative to the navigation display 
element in response to a predetermined stimulus e.g. the driver touching the key 32 
and/or the button 31a. 

Therefore the present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT. 
because the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

D1 also discloses the features of claims 2,3,5,7,8 (see knob 35), 9 (see button 
31a), 10-12 (see column 10 lines 18-36), 14-15 and 16-19 (see column 9 line 61- 
column 10 line 17). 

As the first embodiment of D1 also discloses display elements relating to an audio 
subsystem in figure 6, it is believed that the second embodiment also is meant to 
exhibit this functionality so that the subject-matter of claim 4 is not new. 

2.2 Providing touch sensitive display elements is a routine measure for the man 
skilled in automobile display screens. Therefore claim 13 does not add anything 
inventive to the subject-matter of the claims on which it depends.
